
ETHERIAL’S EASY VICTORY. 

HUNS IN TRACK RECORD TIME AND IS VOTED 
ONE OF THE YEAR S STARS. 

Half Sovereign Repeats in Fast Time — Maidens in 
a Great Finish — Prince of Pilsen's 
l Race Displeases. 



-New York. July 2.1. — Today marked the beginning 
or the final week of Brighton Beach’s July meeting 
of racing and the sport passed off quietly and satis- 
factorily. The impression prevails that no more 
arrests for alleged violations of the anti-betting 
laws will la- made, and 5,(100 race-goers, seemingly 
indifferent to the present racing crusade, were en- 
gaged in their favorite pastime at the old course. 
Tlie advance information slips on which charges 
against Messrs. Fitzgerald. Engeman and Cavanagh 
were based were again freely distributed throughout 
■tlie inclosure. 

An announcement was issued by tli«. stewards of 
the Jockey Club to tlie effect that A. Carter, trainrr 
of the horse Beardali. had been ruled off for prac- 
tices inimical to the turf. 

Etherial’s brilliant victory in tlie second race 
at five and a half furlongs, in which tlie big Star 
Shoot gelding equaled the Brighton Beach track 
record at the distance, of 1:06. was the outstanding 
feature of the racing this afternoon. -Etherial's man- 
ner of achievement was considered so remarkable 
that many racing experts and trainers present 
declared that he was one of the very best two-year- 
olds developed this season. 

Mr. Belmont's tine filly. Half Sovereign, came into 
her own very convincingly by defeating fast oppo- 
sition in the sqirint handicap and running the six 
furlongs in 1:12$, exactly tieing the time of her 
preceding victorious effort. As a spectacle, thrill- 
ing ami uncertain of issue until the very last stride, 
the opening dash at one and one-sixteenth miles for 
maiden three-year-olds ami over, easily took tlie 
Palm. Any one of the six leading contestants, 
when midway of the stretch, at one brief moment 
or another, appeared like the winner. Montrose, at 
-»•* to 1. a long shot rarity these days, got up to 
win by a nose in the last stride. 

The backward running of Prince of Pilsen. the 
ti to 5 favorite in the steeplechase, evoked consider- 
able criticism and spectators stood aghast over the 
result of the closing race In which Star Thistle 
completely reversed bis previous running, by finish- 
ing first instead of last. The stewards have both 
races up for Investigation. 

The lattice-work grandstand was the coolest place 
near New York today and the track was in good 
condition despite tlie rain over night. Half of the 
card was captured by favorites and the threatened 
jjiin of the afternoon held off until everybody got 
“wav from the track. Only two unimportant ar- 
rests ip the field came off. 

J. Sehlosser, trainer for A. J. Joyner, was unable 
to lie at the track today on account of illness and 
t'ressina. Starlit and Homecrest were saddled for 
their respective races by J. H. McCormick. 

Chaperon, the only horse Madden left with C. T. 
Patterson at Brighton Beach, will be shipped to 
Saratoga Friday. 

it is rumored that J. L. McGinnis will sell out liis 
entire stable of horses. The dispersal of his rac- 
ing establishment 'began by tlie distaisal this after 
noon of Watervliet to P. II. McCarren for $::.0o0 
and Castlewood to .T. S. Barbee for $800. 

H. B. Huryea’s string will be shipped to Saratoga 
next Saturday. Mr. Iluryea denied the report that 
lie intended to transfer his turf operations to 
Europe. "I would rather race inv horses in this 
country for $200 purses than go elsewhere.” he re- 
marked recently to a group of horsemen. 

Two arrests took place in the field during the 
afternoon. One man. who gave his name as Martin 
KraSkf was led out of the gates handcuffed to a 
plain clothes detective. 

It is announced that the two gentlemen jockeys. 
Court land Smith and J. O’Brien, will dissolve their 
partnership in t In- Hampton Stable. 

The famous Cavanagh special for Saratoga will 
leave live Grand Central station on Wednesday. July 
2tl. at 7 :30 p. m. 

.1. G. Cavanagh. just indicted by the grand jury 
of Kings county for his connection with the 'race 
track, has retained distinguished counsel to defend 
him in the person of John B. Stanclilield. who was 
prominently mentioned for the vice-presidential nom- 
ination at the Denver democratic convention. 

FAVORITES HAVE A DAY AT WINDSOR. 



Zipango Succeeds in a Close Finish — Jockey Powers 
Rides Three Winners. 

Detroit. Midi . July 23. — Despite tlie featureless 
card, another gtsid attendance was at Windsor this 
afternoon. Those who pinned their faith to favor- 
ites were well rewarded, as four choices landed 
purses. 

Jockey Powers’ followers also ream'd a benefit, as 
he lauded three of ids mounts winners, in addition 
to finishing second and third. 

Tlie closest finish of the afternoon came in the 
dosing race, when Zipango. The Thorn and I.ady 
Esther were so closely grouped that none outside of 
the judges’ stand could say with any degree of cer- 
tainty which had landed the purse. Tlie placing 
gave Zipango first money and The Thorn second 
Place. Lady Esther was the medium of confident 
support and. on her showing at Estonia, it was fully 
justified. She gave early hope to her backers bv 
staying in the lead, but in the closing furlong tired 
perceptibly and may have been short. 

After many attempts Moso Goblblatt finally inan- 
agisl to take a purse when his Keep Moving, making 
her first start since her bail race in tlie Latonia 
Derby, cantered away from a poor band in the open 
mg race.

• rim Senator Barrett, sluiwing marked improve- 
ment over his previous racing, made a show of the 
other., in the fifth race, and won all tlie way.

J. H. Madigan 
and K. F. Carman’s strings were shipped to Fort 
Erie. .1. Dyment and A. G Weston will transfer 
their horses to tlie same place tomorrow. In tlie 
evening a special horse train will convey inanv 
stables to the same point. 

W. Oliver will, at the close of the present meet- 
ing. ship his hand of racers to Saratoga. K. L. 
Thomas' string, in charge of Henry McDaniel, will 
be sent to Sheepshead Bay on Monthly next. 

E. J. Gilderslecve’s useful racer. II; wkama. died 
this morning from lung fever.

AN ATTORNEY S SCHEME THAT FAILS. 



Lawyer Elperin Tries for a Test Case by 'Habeas 
Corpus, but Overlooks a Point. 

New York. July 23. — George ouglas and William 
Ellis, out of tlie twenty-four men recently arrested 
at Brighton Beach for alleged violation of the anti- 
betting law and who have been out on bail ever 
since, were willing to lie surrendered and go to jail 
in the Adams police court this morning in order 
that writs of habeas corpus might tie obtained and 
a test ease liefore a Supreme Court justice tic beard. 
The attorney for the defendants had asked for an 
immediate bearing. This had been denied and a 
IMistponemeiit of a week ordered. 

Attorney Eilpcrin hurried off to get bis writs of 
halloas corpus signed. He found Justice Scudder. 
who issued them in tlie cases of Douglas and Ellis, 
making them returnable forthwith. The argument 
was set for 2 o'clock. Kilpcriu's contention is that 
all twenty-four prisoners are unlawfully detained. 

At the arguments ot tlie writs. Douglas and Ellis 

were produced in court before Justice Scudder. Mr. 
Elder at once raised a technical point, declaring 
that the bondsmen bad not surrendered their men 
in compliance with section 050 of the code of crim 
inal procedure, which requires a certified copy of a 
lKind to tic produced before the court before the 
tiail can tie canceled. 

"The I ii aids are still in force.” argued Mr. Elder, 
“and I can see no reason why these men should not 
go at liberty. The merits of the case against them 

in the police court is not before this court.” 

Attorney Ellperin argued the merits of the case 
at length, tint Justice Scmlder quickly decided that 
Mr. Elder's position was correct. 

“These men are out on bail and there is no case 
for the jurisdiction of this court.” be said. 

The writs were accordingly quaslcd. This set 
Douglas and Ellis at liberty and liowled out of court 
the test cases which Attorney Eilpcrin sought to 
tiring up. 

The grand jury got to work early on the race 
track eases today. The first witness was Orlando 
Jones, bookmaker, who has been a witness before. 
He stayed in the grand jury room about fifteen min 
utes. Joe Vendig. another bookmaker, went to Mr. 
Elder today and asked that lie tie allowed to aiqs-ar 
liefore the grand jury. Mr. Elder has not decided 
whether or not lie will let him go in and tell his 
story. 

NEW ORLEANS RACING MEN DESPONDENT. 

Can See No Way in Which Racing Over the Big 
Tracks There Can Be Conducted. 

Local New Orleans opinion holds that there is 
hardly a chance for racing there next winter. It is 
said that the small Suburban track will be the 
scene of an experimental attempt to conduct a inept 
ing in October, at which there will la 1 nothing but 
individual betting, and the purses will be paid by 
charging an admission fee of $1 and cutting out 
the pass system. But no one has any faith that the 
experiment will lie so sufficiently successful as to 
blaze a path along lines which the greater winter 
meetings can profitably operate. As to these tracks, 
the New Orleans Picayune says: 

"Iamking at the question from the side of the 
track owners, the prospects are bad. There is 
nothing hut gloom in front of them, and so many 
laws that they do not see a chance of operating. 
To begin with, the operating expenses of the City 
Park or Fair Grounds track for one day. under or- 
dinary conditions, is about $6,000. That would 
mean that every day there must be an attendance 
of at least 4. (Hid people who pay their admission 
to pay expenses. This would give no profit what- 
ever for the owners of the property. For this reason 
it is absurd, the officials of the big tracks say. to 
think of opening up this winter. Then, again, when 
the Locke hill went into effect, it did not. it is 
said, repeal the law compelling race tracks to pay 
a license of $5,000 to operate, which is an added 
expense. 

“As far as getting around the law. to take bets, 
the racing officials say it. is impossible and cannot 
be done, for the Hunsieker tioolroom law provides 
against the taking of bets by persons out of sight 
of where the races are run. and the Locke hill pre- 
vents the taking of bets inside of where the races 
are run. This gives absolutely no loophole to crawl 
out of. and practically assures the people of New 
Orleans that there will he no horse racing or betting 
on them in this city this fall, say the race track 
people. 

“J. B. Harrison, the secretary and treasurer of 
the Crescent City Jockey Club, said that he was 
positive there would lie no racing on the big tracks 
this winter. He said: ‘We can’t oiien the gates, for 
there is no chance to operate under the law. We 
don’t make any money from admissions. We may 
have T.ihhi people in attendance, hut when it comes 
down to counting the gate receipts there will he far 
less paid admissions. With an expense of $6,000 
a day to begin with, where would we get off? Rac- 
ing has been killed in Louisiana, and I feel posi- 
tive there will he no more of it.’ ” 

That those financially interested in thp two big 
winter tracks will take some steps to test the con- 
stitutionality of the Locke law is more than prob- 
able. hut a long time will be consumed in arriving 
at a decision favorable or otherwise. In the mean- 
time it is fairly evident that those at New Orleans 
who ought to know consider any chance for racing 
there next winter to be practically non-existent. 

CRITIC DEFEATS THE MIST IN FAST TIME. 

Seattle, Wash.. July 23. — Today’s results at Tlie 
Meadows were anything hut satisfactory to those 
wlm follow public form. Ravaria. the only suc- 
cessful favorite, was virtually an unknown quantity 
to local race-goers, her previous performances hav- 
ing been confined to half-mile “hush” tracks in the 
adjacent country. She won her race in a style 
that will warrant support for her in much better 
company than she was meeting today. Her victory 
today was profitable only to those who were famil- 
iar with the circumstances tinder which she had 
won a trio of victories recently on British Columbia 
tracks. 

Critic had to run seven furlongs in 1:25. inci- 
dentally clipping three-quarters of a second from 
tin' track record for that distance, to vanquish The 
Mist in the Maple Valley Handicap, tlie most pre 
teutons race of the day. Unfortunately, this race 
was marred by mishaps to E.vehright and Sugar- 
maid. putting the two choices completely out of the 
running. The Mist had acted very badly at the post 
ami just after the barrier went up she bolted 
across in front with the result Eycbright and Sugar- 
maid had to pull sharply up to avoid going down 
in a collision. 

As an out come of this fiasco, she was ordered 
on the schooling list for an indefinite period. After 
putting the two choices out of commission. The 
Mist proceeded to open up a lead of several lengths, 
but Critic had been fortunate in escaping interfer- 
ence, wore her down gradually and won in a furious 
and long drive. 

Giovanni Balerio changed hands after his victory 
J'slay. Harry Sla< k getting him for $1,000 on bidding 
him up from $700.

TORONTO FALL MEETING STAKE DISPLAY. 



Nine Good Event* Opened by the Ontario Jockey 
Club for September. 



The autumn meeting of the Ontario Jockey Club 
will commence on September 19. and will continue 
to include Saturday, Septemlier 26, in all seven days. 

The stakes, the most valuable of which are the 
Torouto Autumn Cup. of one aud one quarter miles. 
tt> be run on the opening day, Saturday, September 
19, and the Ontario Jockey Club Cup, two miles 
and a quarter, to be run on the last day. Saturday. 
September 26, each have the substantial sum of 
$2,000 added. The Dominion Handicap of $1,000 
added, at oue mile, and the Durham Cup of $1,500, 
together with a challenge cup. presented by the 
Earl of Durham, at one and three-quarter miles, are 
the two events for horses foaled in Canada. 

Those for two-year-olds only are the Michaelmas 
Handicap of $1,200 added, at six furlongs, and the 
Grey Stakes of $1,500 added, at one mile. The 
Epsom Handicap of $1.2no added, at six furlongs, 
for all ages, and the Dufferin Plate of $1,000 added, 
a selling stake at one mile aud d. furlong, com- 
prise the races on the flat. 

For steeplechase horses the September Steeple- 
chase, at two miles, and the Woodbine Autumn 
Steeplechase, a handicap at two miles and a half, 
have each the sum of $1,000 added. 

The overnight events include purses of the value 
of $000 and $500, the latter sum being the lowest 
value of any purse. There will be a steeplechase on 
each day of the meeting. 

The stake list aud the dates of their running are 
as follows: 

Toronto Autumn Cup. $2,000 added, three-year- 
olds aud over. 11-4 miles: September 19. 

September Steeplechase. $1,000 added, three year- 
olds and over, 2 miles; September 19. 

Dominion Handicap. $1,000 added, three year-olds 
and Over. 1 mile; Septemlier 21. 

Michaelmas Handicap. $l,20ti added, two year-olds. 
3 4 mile; September 22. 

Durham Cup. $1,500 added, three-year-olils aud 
over. 1 3-4 miles; September 23. 

Epsom Handicap, $1,200 added, all ages. 3-4 mile; 
September 24. 

Grey Stakes. $1,500 added, two-year-olds. 1 mile; 
September 26. 

Ontario Jockey Club Cun. handicap. $2,000 added, 
three-year-olds and over, 2 1-4 miles; September 20. 

Woodbine Autumn Handicap Steeplechase, $1,000 
added, three-year-olds and over, 2 1-2 miles; Sep- 
tember 20. 

KING EDWARD S GOOD TURF FORTUNE. 

From time to time the rumor is revived that the 
king intends to abandon the turf. His majesty 
would show a very poor sporting spirit if he did. 
He has won every race of Importance in the calen- 
dar. with the exception of the Oaks. Moreover, he 
is the only man who has secured lioth the Derby 
and the Liverpool Grand National Steeplechase. 
Considering that his stud has never been a huge 
one. his fortune has been remarkable, and it is the 
more gratifying to himself because a number of the 
horses have been bred at the home farm. There 
are sure to be good seasons and had with people 
who follow the turf. Look what wretched luck the 
late Frince Soltykoff. the Duke of Devonshire and the 
present Mr. Houldswortb have had. Look how Sun- 
shine ami shadow have followed the racing colors 
of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. And yet most of the 
turf magnates have spent far larger sums of money 
than have beeu expended by the king.— -London 
Opinion. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

A hundred or more owners are stranded at New 
Orleans with little to subsist on there and no means 
of getting away. 

P. T. Chinn’s horses are resting up at Lexington. 
He expects to have Pretension. Madrileno. Tom 
Reid. ,T. II. Reed and the others in winning form 
for the opening of the Fort Erie meeting. 

Last rear Half Sovereign was one of the best two- 
year-old fillies of the year and her last two races 
suggest a decided return to form. The Belmont 
stable, with 'Fair Play, Priscllllan and Half Sove- 
reign, should do well at Saratoga. 

Horsemen are already preparing for the Saratoga 
Handicap. Realizing that he would not be able 
to get Miller, the jockey for whom Dandelion runs 
most kindly, for the big race at the Springs Thurs- 
day week, Francis R. Hitchcock arranged with Dr. 
H. E. Rowell to have Sweet take the mount. 

Dandelion has been at Saratoga for some time and 
is reported to lie working kindly in preparation for 
the Saratoga Handicap. His mile in l:37ii in the 
Sheepshead Bay Handicap shows that his speed is 
not impaired, lint he does not run as generously as 
formerly. He has always been a good horse at Sara- 
toga. 

Billy Myer has improved in health and. according 
to the Picayune, was it Hew Orleans early in tin- 
week for the purpose of arranging his affairs there 
p-ior to coming to Chicago to stay. This leads 
the Picayune to say: “llis leaving ihe city is an- 
other good evidence that the tracks will not run 
this winter.” This does not preclude horses racing 
over the tracks. 

“Jock” Fitzpatrick, an English “bookmaker.” 
took a large amount of money from bettors, who 
placed it with him before the Epsom Derby iii good 
faith. Ju=t before the horses started Fitzpatrick, 
who didn’t even propose to give his patrons a run 
for their money, was seen to descend from his 
stand and holt. He pleaded guilty and it was shown 
that he had been convicted upon similar charges 
before. The court sentenced Fitzpatrick to eight 
months hard labor for his “welch.” 



INDIAN STARTING GATE TROUBLES. 

There is not and never can be such a thing as 
perfection in starting, for the simple reason that 
horses differ and Jockeys differ, but we are very 
strongly of the opinion that the large proportion of 
had starts on English courses are due to causes 
quite beyond and outside the control of the starter. 
The difficulty arising from variety of equine tem- 
perament will always remain and in les$ degree, be- 
cause pressure can be brought to bear for correc- 
tion, from variety of human temperament. So 
long as joekeysliip lasts so long will the starter have 
lo deal with the obedient, the over-eager, the reck- 
less and the cunning; lie can never hope to “grind 
down their hones to a pale unanimity,” but as 
matters now stand he largely bears the blame which 
is rightly due to the fashion of riding which con- 
verts what might be a fairly orderly field Info a 
chaos of boys helpless to control their mounts as 
crows to control wind-tossed houghs. There lies 
the evil that cries for remedy. — The Asian, Cal- 
cutta. 

THICK-WINDED HORSES DO NOT BREED ON. 

Roaring has much increased from the race horse 
down to the cart horse, and the causes of it are 
worth the deepest consideration. It may he heredi- 
tary, hut facts do not prove it. as Pocahontas was a 
roarer, and yet Stockwell, Rataplan aud King Tom 
were not. aud Manifesto, the best steeplechaser over 
four miles of his day, was out of Vae Vietis, Ihe 
worst roarer Mr. William Bevil lias always said lhat 
lie ever knew. Roaring sires also, like Prince 
Charlie, have not been remarkable either for get 
ting roarers. — London Telegraph.
